In some ways the school has 
an even more Important part in development than 
the parents 
The youngsters spend more hours un­ 
der the roof (rf the schoolhouse than they do under 
the roof of the family dwelling. 
In the cities at leegt 
five schoolroom enters their life more fully and more 
completely than the home. 
Ruch a situation does not appeal to many of us. 
who are old-fashioned enough to believe the most 
fruitful field of character building Is the family fire­ 
side 
But whether we agree with It. or find fault with 
It. we must recognize conditions for what they are As 
a matter of fact there is no conflict between the 
school snd the home. 
The added responsibilities of 
the teacher today are not at her request 
They were 
piled upon her because fathers and mothers are con­ 
tent to let her have a large part in moulding the 
children. 
They hare virtually turned the young 
people over to the school authorities, many times, be­ 
cause they did not want to be troubled with the prob­ 
lems of training and guidance. 
It is essential, then, the parents and schools, work 
together for Ute common objective of a better stand­ 
ard of citizenship for the younger generations There 
in the common Interest and the common desire to 
turn out men and women of enlightened views, of 
sound character, of warm, hu ma Harlan impulses and 
desires, of devotion and reverence for the highest 
ideals of life.

Republican insurgents in the United State* senate 
are reported to be getting apprehensive that the ruc­ 
tion they heve kicked up in the lobby investigation, 
together with the ripping to pieces of the Hawley - 
Smoot tariff bill accomplished in collaboration with 
the democrats, is likely to cause a political overturn 
in congress next year and possibly transfer control 
of both branches to the other party. 
According to a special Washington correspondent 
of the Detroit Free Press, 
conciliatory negotiations 
are now in progress between the two g. o, p. factions 
to end the strife between them and secure the pas­ 
sage of some kind of a tariff bill as a majority party 
measure. Curiously enough, the initiative in this un­ 
dertaking is said to have come from the insurgent 
group. 
Whatever may have prompted these overtures, it is 
easy to guess that some of the insurgent senators who 
will have to stand for re-election next year must real­ 
ise that what they have done thus far to discredit the 
Hoover administration and the controlling forces in 
their own party is going to react to some extent upon 
their individual candidacies. 
In other words,

have been doing such an expert job of house-wreck­ 
ing that there Is danger of being caught themselves 
in the debris if the structure should come crashing 
down in the 1930 elections 
Senator Norris of Nebraska may be excepted from 
this analysis of the situation.
